TWIN bulls have been potent factors_in notable Shorthorn breeding, notable instances of which 
were Village Beau, sire of Imp. Villager, and the noted bull Radium. But the use of twin sires in the 
same herd remained for H. C. Lookabaugh to show the world, a masterful stroke, unique, unparalleled 
and never before attempted by a breeder. Fair Acres Sultan and Snowbird’s Sultan exemplify that 
principle in the law of breeding that prepotency is inherent and is decendent from sire to son. White- 
hall Sultan sired many great bulls, but no other sire got a pair of sons that are comparable to Fair 
Acres Sultan and Snowbird’s Sultan, the twin bulls out of Snowbird, the daughter of Nonpareil Stamp 
and Imported Pitlivie.

With the discernment of a genius 
and the judgment of a master breeder, herd bulls have been picked for service at Pleasant Valley Stock 
Farm. There is Avondale’s Choice, the thick, massive son of the great Avondale; and there is Watonga 
Searchlight of captivating type; and here, in reserve, are two of the most promising sons of Fair Acres 
Sultan, namely, Second Fair Acres Sultan, the tac-simile of his celebrated grand sire, Whitehall Suitan, 
and Fair Acres Sultan, Jr., a calf of rare individuality; and here, too, is Pleasant Dale 4th, the son of 
Avondale’s Choice.

He sired 
the 1st prize calf herd—junior and grand champion females at the same show. At the International, 
1918, his get won Ist on senior heifer calf, by the same bull. At the International, 1917, his get won Ist 
senior cow calf, 1st junior bull calf, 1st prize calf herd, 1st futurity heifer and champion futurity heifer. 
No such showing was ever made before with 3 calves sired by the same bull. On the 1917 state fair 
circuit his get were undefeated in classes, herds and groups, winning most of the championships. 

Snowbird’s Sultan, twin brother to Fair Acres Sultan, said by George Martin of the Breeders’ Gazette 
to be one of the best breeding bulls of the breed.
